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SUBJECT: WESTERN FIVE CONSULTATIONS ON THE SITUATION IN 
LEBANON 

1 . UPON THE INITIATIVE OF SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT 
BARTON (CANADA), WESTERN FIVE MET AT THE CANADIAN MISSION 
JULY 12 TO REVIEW THE SITUATION IN LEBANON AND AGAIN 
ASSESS THE QUESTION OF CONVENING A SECURITY COUNCIL MEETING. 

IN OPENING THE DISCUSSION, BARTON SAID IT WAS HIS EXPECTA- 
TION THAT THE WESTERN FIVE WERE LIKELY TO BE FACED IN THE 
NEAR FUTURE WITH THE POSSIBILITY OF BEING ASKED TO CONVENE 
THE COUNCIL IN VIEW OF THE CONTINUING DETERIORATION OF THE 
SITUATION IN BEIRUT. IN ANTICIPATION OF THIS POSSIBILITY, 

HE WANTED AN EXCHANGE OF VIEWS. 

2. LEONARD SAID THAT US WAS STILL KEEPING OPEN THE POSSI- 
BILITY OF ASKING FOR A SC MEETING IF THE LEBANESE SITUATION 
GOT WORSE. EVEN THOUGH THE SYRIANS AT PRESENT WERE OPPOSED 
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TO CONVENING THE COUNCIL, HE SAID, THIS COULD CHANGE AS THE 
SITUATION EVOLVED. THE KUWAITIS AND SAUDIS COULD INFLUENCE 
THE SYRIANS ON THIS MATTER. UK AND FRENCH REPS EXPRESSED 
RESERVATIONS ABOUT THE VALUE OF TRYING TO CONVENE THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL UNLESS THE ARABS WERE READY TO SUPPORT 
SUCH A MOVE. FOR THE PRESENT, LEONARD CONTINUED, THE MOST 
USEFUL ACTION OF THE WESTERN FIVE WOULD BE TO CONTINUE TO 
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URGE THE SYRIANS TO EXERCISE RESTRAINT AND TO TRY TO CON 
VINCE THEM THAT INTERNATIONAL OPINION WOULD NOT SUPPORT 
THEM IF FIGHTING INTENSIFIED IN BEIRUT. 

3. IN ABSENCE OF ANY SUGGESTIONS FROM OTHER FOUR DELEGA- 
TIONS, LEONARD NOTED THAT IT MIGHT BE USEFUL TO HAVE AN 
ARAB MINI SUMMIT TO RENEW THE ADF MANDATE AND TO REACTIVATE 
THE CAIRO AND RIYADH AGREEMENTS WHICH INTER ALIA PROVIDE 
FOR DISARMING THE VARIOUS MILITIAS, BUT THAT SYRIANS 
PRESENTLY ARE NOT INTERESTED. ANOTHER (NOT VERY LIKELY) 
POSSIBILITY, HE SAID, MIGHT BE TO EXPLORE WHETHER SYRIANS 
WOULD BE AGREEABLE TO HAVING A SMALL NUMBER OF UN TROOPS 
JOIN OR REPLACE THEM AT KEY CHECK POINTS IN BEIRUT. ANY 

SUCH NEW ROLE FOR THE UN CLEARLY WOULD REQUIRE A NEW 
MANDATE FROM THE SECURITY COUNCIL AND COULD ONLY HAPPEN IF 
THE SYRIANS WANTED IT. LEONARD MADE CLEAR THAT THIS WAS 
ONLY A PRELIMINARY IDEA WHICH WE HAD NOT DISCUSSED WITH THE 
SYRIANS. AMB RICHARD EXPRESSED SOME INTEREST IN THE CON- 
CEPT. 

4. THERE WAS GENERAL SUPPORT AMONG WESTERN FIVE FOR EN- 
COURAGING WALDHEIM TO VISIT BEIRUT AND DAMASCUS, ALTHOUGH 
IT WAS RECOGNIZED THAT THESE MAY BE LITTLE MORE THAN COS- 
METIC VISITS. LEONARD SAID HE PROBABLY WOULD BE EXPLORING 
THIS WITH WALDHEIM LATER IN THE DAY. (SEPTEL ON CONVERSA- 
TION WITH WALDHEIM. LEONARD 
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
